REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 


I. PRIOR ART MATTERS 


A. The Advisory Action rejected claim 17 under 35 USC 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Bankstahl. Applicant respectfully traverses this 
rejection, 

A single prior art reference anticipates a claimed invention only if it discloses each 
and every claim element. 1 

Bankstahl does not disclose jaws that pivot, rotate, and tilt independently of the 
housing. 

Claim 17 is therefore allowable. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for indicating that claims 1-11, 16, and 18-22 are 
allowed. 

For the above reasons, Applicant respectfully requests the allowance of all claims and 
the issuance of a Notice of Allowance.
